Mr. Jones condemned the fea-
tura business of the great dally papers,
particularly the colored sheots, and,
quoting an Tllinols college professor and
Lineoln High school man, found In the
colored supplements the sinister leader in
bringing nbout the depravity of youth.
The college professors, he declared, wers
nlarmed over the condllion of the publie
nchools of thim ecountry and the growth
of juvenile offenders. Ie sald the colored
comic sheet made its appearance about
A dozen years ago, just a lttle In ad-
vance of the moving plctures, and these
esducators saw a dirert connection be-
tween the two apd the Increasing depravs
Ity of youth,

Gets Subacribers’ Sentiments,

Mr., Jones then proceeded to tell of a
method employed by the Lincoln Journil
to get an expression of the judgment of
its readers upon the features they Hkod
st In thelr paper. For this purpo
thousands of olrcular letters wers sent
to the subscribers with a list of ques-
tiome. The work of tabulating the re
sponses had not been completed, but he
submitted the statistics of 1,00 replies

The flgures sbowed that more than
00 pever mad the sporting pages,
the theaters or clty society gossip, that
they read a part or all of the editorials
and all of the general nows. The refer.
endum showed that a large majorily
condemned the featured stuff and the
continued stories,

Mora than 1,000 of the 1,02 wanted
more chureh naws, social uplift and edu-
cational matter., He reached the conclu-
sloh that the newspapers weore wasting
thelr money on featured stuff, plotures,
sporta and comios, and that the people
wanted short articles, Lig type and solid
montinl food,

Mr. Jonea had scarcely touched his
ochale until the editors were popping up
all over the room and thers was an in-
teresting debate of an hour's length. The
editors pointed out that the Jourpal's
referendum wias worthiess for the purs
pose intended and could have no value
until answers had been mecured from tha
boys and girls.
